The B lick eD S case—The People of the State 
of California vs. The Gold Run Ditch and 
Mining Company—was resumed at 9;30 A. M. 
yesterday, in Department Two of the Supe­ 
rior Court, Judge Jackson Temple presiding. 
Judge James Galloway called and sworn 
for the defense. 
Direct examination (by A. 
P. Catlin)—I arrived in Sacramento about 
the let of September, 1849. 
I remained but 
a few days at that time. I only came at that 
time to get supplies. I located here about 
the 1st of November, 1849. 
I first lived on 
i Ij street of this city. In January, 1850, I 
ran a hotel and was also in the wood busi­ 
ness. 
In the early part of January, 1850, 
the fl >od commenced to rise. 
The water 
first entered the city from the American 
river, 
i t came down through the slough. It 
came from a northeasterly direction across 
the city. The last place covered by the 
waters of the flood was the levee. I had 
some sick folks in my house. 
I had them 
moved to the Methodist Church, some­ 
where on Sixth street. 
I made a raft, 
on which 1 poled out my goods and 
wares. 
I moved them onto a mound Bome- 
where near the present site of the Court­ 
house. The chuicb was afterwards destroyed 
by the waters, and the sick folks were moved 
from there to a bark on the liver. 
I wao 
boating for several days, and as.-isted a great 
many families to escape to the island and 
high lands. 
1 boat,d over neaily every por­ 
tion of the city. The waters wcre from 4 to 
10 feet deep. 
The waters were shallow near 
the river and deeper near the center of the 
city. 
[Here witnefs was shown a lithograph 
whi.'h represented Sacramento city in a del­ 
uged state during the flood cf January, 1850 ] 
Witness said that it was a very fair repre­ 
sentation. The island that was out ot water 
for seme time was on I street. 
1 left here 
on the 8th of February; 1 left this city for 
Marysville; afterwards went to French Cor­ 
ral and Downieville. When I first saw the 
Sacramento river it was clear as crystal. Dur­ 
ing the flood it was quite muddy. 
Cross-examination (by Attomey-GeDer&i 
Hart)—Tbe houses were back from the river 
from 80 to 100 feet. The levee in 1850 was 
very slight. From below the Sutter House 
up to where the Pioneer Mills are located 
the banks had been graded down, but co 
levee had been built. 
The floors in the 
buildings in those days were not as high as 
those built at present. 
First class hotels io 
those days had no fl inr, except the earth. 
Tbe ceilings of the buildings were not built 
as high as they are now. 
I don’t remember 
tke tents that are shown in the front of the 
city. I think the picture, in many respects, 
is an exaggeration. 
Opposite the barge 
Selma, where the bank was as high as most 
places, the water on the bank was about two 
feet and a half deep. Sutter’s Hotel was 
below J street. 
I think it was between 
J and K. 
There was 
but 
one place 
that was not under wattr, and that was 
near 
where the public square is located 
now. 
Tuat place, er 
mound, had evidently 
been 
mace by the Indians. 
I 
was on 
that spot for three or four days. 
I t was 
round asid highest in the 
middle. 
The 
highest portion of the island was about three 
or four feet above water. I cinnot say what 
the depth of water was in any particular 
street, from the fact that the streets at that 
time were not improved. They were not 
graded and were full of holed. 
I remained 
in the mountains for a great many years. 
I 
have been living in Sacramento city for the 
last five or six years. 
I think that J street 
was covered with water for several days. 
When the water began to fall it went down 
very rapid' -. 
The American river rose first 
and fell fir ». 
lie-direct (to Mr. Catlin) — The frame 
h o u s e s generally h id floors. 
1 think the pict­ 
ure yen pr-si-nt here is a litlie colored; that 
is, the buildings are made to look larger and 
more substantial than they really were. Tlie 
island I spoke of had an area of not more 
than a half an scie. 
Horatio L. Martiu sworn. 
Direct exe-T.ln- 
atim (to Mr. Catlin)—My profession is that 
of a surveyor. 
At present I am rtuchiog on 
ths lands of tlie N atom a Company. 
1 have 
made a survey of the mioiug excavations on 
the uorth bank of Alder creek for a distance 
of three mil:s from its mouth. 
I made this 
survey within the last two weeks. [Witness 
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pit is marked with the cumDsr ot cubic yard: 
excavated. The total amount of all the pits 
in the section surveyed is 2.4(55,712 cubic 
yards. 
These excavations are all on the 
north and east side of the creek. 
Ths exca­ 
vations on the south ar.d west side, I should 
judge from observation, is about one sixth as 
much. The soil in this section is a reddish 
sandy soil. The pits are of different depths. 
Ths average depth of the largest excavations 
is about 15 feet. 
The soil to a certain 
extent is gravelly. The stones vary from 
two inches to six inches in diameter and 
are of the shape commonly called Cobble­ 
stone. 
I made a turvey on the premises of J. 
B. Taylor. His place is on the old Culoma 
ro .d, about a mile and a half from the Hang- 
town crossicg iu section 23. 
The surface of 
the ground »t Taylor’s place is forty-three 
feet above the surface of the w-ater in the 
American river. Tbe well at that place was 
f rty-four feet deep and had a depth of seven­ 
teen feet of water. 
The turtace of the water 
io th -t well is fifti eu feet ab ve the surface of 
the water in the river. The water in the river 
now is higher than it usually is during the low 
stage of water in the summer season. I should 
judge about three feet higher. 
The surface 
of the ground at the Fifteen-Mile House is 64 
feet above the level of the river at the point 
opposite Taylor’s. 
The Fifteen-Mile House 
is pietty nearly two miles from Taylor’s, in a 
southeasterly direction. 
Buffalo creek is 
north and east of Mr. Taylor’s place, and is 
seveial miles in leugth. Tbe Natoma Com­ 
pany irrigate 225 acres of vineyard. 
This 
water is brought by the Natoma car.al from 
the South Fork of t.be American river, about 
two miles above Salmon Falls. The land

1 saw the bed-rock there in many places 
I 
don’t know what kind of formation the bed­ 
rock i-«. I have brought here some sp?cimens 
of quartz that I selected from tailings at the 
dump piles from Lawson’s claim, just above 
the bridge at Folsom ; also sooie from the 
dump of the Portuguese mine, on the north 
side of the river, opposite Lawson’s claim. I 
also have some that 1 took Irom Alder Creek 
Hill. Some of them are from the natural 
surface an-1 some frsm the mining dnmp-t. 
Also some from a place between Mr. Tayloi’s 
and the Fifteen-mile House. 
The latter I 
picked up from the surface. [Witness ex­ 
hibited the samples ] 
Cross-examined (by Mr. Cadwaiadei)—I 
am ranching for myself on the Natoma Water 
and Mining Company’s land. 
1 lease the 
land from them. 
I made these survt y» at the 
instance of Mr. Catlin. Some of the pits 
that I have included iu my estimate cf the 
Alder creek surveys were washed partly into 
the American river. 
I have been in that sec­ 
tion of the country for only two years. 
I do 
not know how much of this material washed 
into Alder creek remains in its bed. 
I do 
not know the grade of Alder creek. 
I nevrr 
took any levels of it. 
I should judge that it 
has a fall of two feet to the mile. 
I was not 
instructed to get the level of the creek or the 
dep'h of its filling. 
I have heard folks say 
that the creek bed ia filled np in its channel 
from twenty-five to seventy-five feet deep. 
These pits are all pretty well filled with 
cobble. 
I have made an estimate of the 
amount of cobble there is remaining, and 
have deducted it from the total excavations. 
The length of my survey from the mouth of 
Aider creek along its bank is about two miles 
and a half. Tbe average width of the creek 
is 
about 
150 
feet 
A t 
the railroad 
bridge 
it 
is 
about 
100 
feet 
wide. 
The Natoma ditch below Alder creek has no 
regular grade. When I made the surveys at 
Taylor’s place the river was sbout the same 
stage as it is at present. 
I do not know 
whether there is any running water in Buf­ 
falo creek during tbe summer season or not. 
The nearest hill to Taylor’s place is at least 
four miles distant. Even there the elevstions 
are quite slight. 
I have just leased a grain 
farm from tbe Natoma W ater Company. 
I 
have nothing to do with the vineyard of that 
company. The land I lease we do not irri 
gate. 
I made my survey from the American 
river to Taylor’s place with a transit instiu 
ment and a leveling telescope. I do not know 
the grade of Alder creek. 
I will not swear 
that it is more than six inches, but my im­ 


pression is that it is more. The bank of the 
river opposite Taylor’s place is twenty-sc-vsn 
feet high. 
The well at Taylor’s is on the 
south Bide of the Coloma road. 
I did that 
surveying day before yesterday. 
John C. Green, sworn. Direct examina' 
tion (by A. P. CatliD)—During the big flood 
of 18431 and 1862 I was engaged in fishing iu 
the river. 
1 also was engaged in boating be­ 
tween this city and the Tule House, on the 
Yolo side. 
We carried passengers for Davis- 
ville and Woodland. The distance on this 
route was about ten miles. 
We continued 
boating until July of that year. The water 
that year at the Tule House was up to the 
second story. 
That was a public place or 
hotel, about nine miles from Washington. 
That was before the building of the Califor­ 
nia Pacific Iiaiiroad. The current for a dis­ 
tance of three miles we.-t of Washington was 
very stroDg. lleyt.nd Mike Bryte’s ridge the 
current was not so strong. 
The width 
of 
the current 
was 
ah ut 
four 
and 
a half 
miles. 
The depth varied from 
one to fifteen feet. 
I was engaged in the 
same transporting business in 1878. 
We 
commenced just before Christmxa and con­ 
tinued until the 21 or 3d of July. 
We had 
plenty of water and good boating. The 
watf r was wry high at the Tnle House during 
that fl od. 
We were wind-bound there one 
night and tied cur boats to the upp»r story 
of that house. 
1 have pulled a W hitehall 
boat over the tops of the telegraph lines. 
Wa ran within about six miles cf D ivis- 
ville. The current just west of Washington 
was as strong as that in the main river chan­ 
neL 
We carried daring the flood of 1878 
the express and maiL 
The depth of the 
water of 1878 was about the same as that 
of 1861 and 1862. 
We also carried psssen- 
gers to the Elk Horn ranch near Woodland. 
This same class of boating was done in 1871. 
Thaty ear they boated up to the month of J une, 
carrying mail and passengers between Sacra­ 
mento, Davisville and Woodland. 
A separ­ 
ate line ran from this city to each of those 
places. In 1872 the water ran over the rail­ 
road embankment to thedepth of two or three 
feet. 
At least four miles of the railroad be­ 
tween Da vie ville and Sacramento was washed 
away. The flood of 1878 washed away a con­ 
siderable portion of the railroad. 
About two 
miles and a half 
wa3 washed out near 
Swingle’s. 
Last winter we carried on the 
same tu d n tsi between Washington 
and 
Swingle’s. We ran the steamer Oro on this 
end, and connected on the other end with 
hand cars. 
We commenced in February and 
ran till May We h-ve carried forty five pae- 
tengers on ihe Oro, besides the crew. The 
steamer Dover, a large stern-wheel steamer, 
that will carry 400or 500 tone, was engaged 
for quite awhile in the Yolo Basin, gathering 
up Hiatiug portions of the California Pacific 
Railroad. 
At first the water ran over the 
railroad track, and the current was very 
strong. 
We ran the Oro ou the lower side of 
the railroad track. The Oro was a sma’l side- 
w heel steamer. On this side of Mike B u te ’s 
ridge the enrrent was very stroDg—stronger 
than I ever knew it before. 
The length of 
the voyage of the Oro was about eight miles. 
There was a current of seven miles and a 
half in width. 
Cross-examination (by G. Cadwaladei) — 
The Sacramento river just above the mouth 
of the American river suddenly deflects to 
the west. 
At Mike Bryte’s place i- takes a 
northwesterly direction to the Eik Horn 
ranch. I do not know when the Tule House 
was first constructed. 
William Minis built 
the first hcu?e there. The water there last 
winter was fully one foot higher than it was 
in 1862. This house is fully ore mile above 
tbe railroad, at tire end of the Lewis toll 
road. Daring the boating last year we started 
from Bill Green’s place, in Washingto-, 
We ran 
to the Tule 
House until iu 
July. 
The 
water 
was on 
the 
floor 
of 
that 
house 
for 
about 
a 
week. 
They 
did 
business 
in 
the 
house 
all the time. When the lower part of the 
house was flooded they carried on their busi­ 
ness in the u;-per story. 
The first railroad 
between Davisville and Washington was laid 
on the bed of the tules. We always carried 
on our business in Whitehall boats until we 
bought the Oro. The Oro is a small, ooen 
boat, about twenty-five feet in length. 
I do 
not know whether the poles now used by the 
telegraph company are higher than those for­ 
merly used or not. 
I never navigated those 
tules except during extensive flood seasons. 
During the fl >od of 1867 we could have run 
to Swingle’s for one month. 
Ths water last 
winter was about a foot higher above the 
track than below. 
The railroad company 
had as much to contend with Irom the wind 
iu the tale basin as the current. 
The north 
wind at times is veiy strong and causes strong 
waves that wash the embankment down rap­ 
idly. The water in the west tule is of a differ­ 
ent color. It is biark and muddy. 
I have 
seen the w attr veiy deep at the Tu'e House. 
In 1862 the water at that point was 6ix feet 
deeu, and considerable deeper than that iu 
1SG7 
A fte rn o o n S e s sio n . 
11. T. Knight sworn. Direct examination 
(by A. P. Catlin)—From 1866 to 1879 I was 
Superiotend.nt of the Natoma Water and 
Mining Company’s canal. 
I was stationed 
at the town of Folsom. 
In 1S6S I had ali the 
water oí the American river in a flume near 
Folsom. 
A t that time I measured the water 
very carefully, and fouud there was running 
in the river 210 cubic feet a second. 
In 1881 
at the sam& season I think there was fully 
one-third more water running at the san e 
place. 
My measurement in 1866 was made 
at the point they call the witer-power dam. 
I have observed the river at its various stages 
every year, with the exception of the season 
of 1880, for a great many years. 
There is 
usually a small rise in the volume of water 
iu October, or as soon as the nights become 
cooler. Where the excavation for the water­ 
power dam foundation was made wi found 
the bottom to 1 e composed of sand, gravel 
and cobble. We found at that place a depth 
of 29 b et ( f this character of cbpo.it. 
A por­ 
tion of tbe dam made in 1866 remains there 
yet. 
The fall in the 
river 
from the 
dam to Folsom is forty feet 
From the junc 
tion of the North and South Forks to this 
dam, a distance of one mile, the river has a 
fall of fifteen feet. 
The amount of water in 
the American river has gradually increased 
since 1806. 
During the last five or six years 
the increase has been quite perceptible. There 
are three or four permanent bars in the South 
Fork. 
They have formed sir.ee 1867. The 
first is just above the mouth of Sweetwater. 
It is about a mile long, 200 feet wide and 10 
feet deep. 
It commenced forming after the 
flood of 1867, and has gradually increased 
every year. 
There is another at the mouth 
of New York ravine, about two miles below 
the mouth of Sweetwater. It is 400 feet long, 
200 feet wid» and 12 feet deep. It commenced 
forming in 18G7, and increases annually, but 
slowly. One a short distance below is ahojit 
the same size as the one at the mouth of New 
York ravine, except that it ia twenty feet 
deep. 
It has formed during the same time 
and in the same manner as the two bars above. 
The next permanent bar is at old Mormon 
Island. This har is of considerable extent, 
and rises a little higher each year. 
I meas­ 
ured the bar at Folsom in 1867, and again in 
1881, and find that between those dates it has 
increased in depth twelve feet. This increase 
has been gradual and very regular. 
The 
grade of Alder creek from its mouth to 
Prairie City will average about twenty feet 
to the mile. Quartz in the form of sand, 
pebbles and cobbles is found throughout all 
the gravel deposits along Alder creek. 
You 
could not select a cubic foot of such material 
in that section 
that would not contain 
more or less quartz. 
The bed-rock at 
Farmer’s Diggings is a coarse sandstone that 
can be cut very rapidly with a pick. 
I don’t 
know the depth of this bed-rock, but I do 
know tbat it extends nnder the bed of the 
river. I am well acquainted with Buffalo 
creek. The Natoma Company used the up­ 
per por'ion of this creek as a canal; that is, 
they ran water into near its head and took it 
out again in their canals further down the 
stream. 
Buffab creek affects the wells on 
Salsbnry’s and Nnttal's p’aces. 
When there 
was no water in the creek their wells went 
dry. 
Water ia obtained on W. E. Bryan’s 
place in large quantities at a depth of fifteen 
feet. There are also some flowing springs on 
tbat place. 
Cross-examination (by ths Attorney-Gen­ 
eral)—We noticed the ebb and fl jw in the 
general or main canal of the Natoma Ditch 
and Mining Company. They are quite per­ 
ceptible daring the months of Jaly and 
August. 
I remained at Folsom from 1866 to 
1879 and then moved to San Joaqnin county. 
[Witness explained the manner in which he 
measured tbe velocity of streams ] 
Tbe 
miner’s iochof water varies in different local­ 
ities. 
Different canal companies have differ­ 
ent methods of measuring water. The depth 
of gravel and sand dep sit in the river varies 
in different places. 
1 thick tbat the river in 
the neighborhood of Folsom scours to the 
bed-rcck every flood and then fills np again 
when 
the water begins to 
recede. 
1 
have taken the grade of the river from 
tbe bridge to tbe junction cf the South and 
North Forks. 
It is about 35 feet. The crib 
or dam pot in in 1866 still remains there. 
I 
think that the reason of the increase of the 
volnme of water in the American river dur­ 
ing the summer season is wholly due to the 
large amount of water held back in mining 
reservoirs and used for mining purposes dur­ 


ing that season of the year. 
I presume that 
the four bars I mei tioned as forming in the 
South Fork come fiorn debris from mines. 
Those bars are about five feet above the level 
of low water. I never measured those bars. 
I have walked over them, and my state- 
nients of their size are only approximations 
Those sand bars are formed duriDg the winter 
and spring. There is no mining anywhere 
near where those bars are formed. The mines 
above that point were not similar to those in 
the neighborhood of Folsom. 
They were 
light, loamy banks, and shallow surface dig­ 
gings. The filling cf the river at Folsom has 
been increasing rapidly during the past few 
years. 
I conclude that the volume and 
velocity of the water near Folsom, during 
high fl >od, sweeps out all the deposit in the 
channel, and when the water begins to fall, 
the deposit from above refills it, and when 
the watrr falls sufficiently to show the de­ 
posit, we see about the same quantity of ma­ 
terial as before. 
I know from observation 
cnl7 the grade of Alder creek. 
I never sur­ 
veyed it 
Re-direct (to Mr. Catlin)*—The ebb and flow 
that I speak of is owing to the melting of 
snow during the warm days. 
It raises the 
river every day. 
The greater portion of the 
mining near Folsom was done between 1870 
and 1879. 
K. R. Johnson sworn. Direct examination 
(to A. P. Catlin)—I lived iu Sacramento 
most of the time, from the (all of 1849 
to 
1857. 
I 
was 
elected 
Trustee in 
1653. 
In 1S54 I was 
elected Mayor. 
[Mr. Johnson was shown the otficial map of 
Sacramento of 1854. 
He identified it as a 
map made during the time he wag Mayor, 
and the certificate od the map bears his sig­ 
nature.] I was a member of the Council of 
this city during the year 1853. 
I lived from 
1851 to 1856 on a str,re-ship on the Sacra­ 
mento river. 
I. N. Hosg ran a ferry for a 
while between where my store-ship was an­ 
chored and the Yolo side. There was a two- 
etory dwelling on my store-ship, and I lived 
there for several years. 
When I came to 
California I came from Oregon, and arrived 
in Sacramento in September. 1849. 
I forded 
the Sacramento river at that time a few 
miles above this city. We rode on our horses 
and led our peck mules. 
We did not get 
wer, neither did our horses swirn. 
The river 
was quite wide and rapid, ur d about three 
and a half feet deep. 
Cross-examination (by G. Cadwalader)— 
I was agent for the Bragden, Eurilda, Q ieen 
Cily, Comanche and other si le-whetl steam­ 
ers.' There was no pumping done io this city 
until after I left. 
It had been talked of, 
however, for some time before I went away. 
I liave not lived here since 1857. 
The ferry 
I spoke of waB opposite the foot of J street. 
The teams got down to this ferry by a long 
ircline. There was a small accretion on the 
Yoio side of the river, opposite I street 
It 
was not very extensive. The main current 
of tlie channel was on the Sacramento side. 
Thomas ‘McConnell sworn. 
Direct exam­ 
ination (to Mr. Catlin)—I have 500 or G60 
acres of land covered with debris from two 
inches up to sevira! feet deep. 
Soaie por­ 
tions of my land have been much improved by 
this debris, and some of it has been injjred 
by it. This deposit has been gradual, but 
most of it came down in 1S62 and 1863 
About 200 acres of this land has brei con­ 
siderably improved. 
Prior to the filling ia 
with debris it was covered with tule 
Now I 
raise corn, alfalfa and other produce with 
success. The balance of my land coverpd 
with debris, formerly was c.vered with a 
natural growth of grass and clovsr. 
I t is 
covered from six inches to two feet in depth. 
If thiB land was treated similarly, I thick it 
would produce equally as well as the 200 
acres I have docribtd. The deposit m ar the 
stream is of coarse material and not as pro­ 
ductive. [Witness exhibited specimens of 
sediment taken from the sediment deposits on 
his farm.] My land is about seventeen or 
eighteen miles below the mines at Michigan 
Bar. The sediment when it reaches my place 
is productive and gocd sail. 
Cross-examination (by Mr. Cadwalader)— 
Mr. Smi-h formerlv owned this land. 
Tne 
two hundred acres I speak of cultivating was 
grown up with tule. 
My houBe is ou a kind 
of bluff. 
The Cntumms river opposite my 
place during high water is fully one mile 
wide. 
The old river chaunel is completely 
obliterated and a new channel is now form­ 
ing. There is a fall in the river of a'uant five 
feet. The only hydraulic mine that I know 
of on tbe river ii at Micbi, an Bai. This mine 
does not di-charge direc'iy into the rlvtr. 
Ovly the fice porticn of the material from 
that mice gets into the river. 
I have beeu 
up and down this river as far rs Placervilie 
every year for a great msny years. 
I d >n’t 
think aU of the filling in the rive- comes 
from the one hydraulic mire at Michigan 
Bar. The sediment deposited by still water 
makes productive soil. 
The material held iu 
euapensi'-n in the stream or deposited along 
its bank I do not think would make veiy 
productive soil. The slieheus on my place 
contains a great deal of vegetable mold and 
mica. Tbe old river formerly ran near H Vxs- 
ville. Now it runs ou this side ou my place. 
It has been gradually changing since 1861 
I commenced my levees about twenty rods 
below my house. The old river channel will 
never be cleaned out in the world. 
It íb com­ 
pletely filled up with sand and coarse ma­ 
terial, and entirely grown up with willows. 
Slickens, after the first year it is deposited, 
is easily worked and makes excellent soil. 
Samuel B. Harriman sworn. Direct ex­ 
amination (by J. K. Byrne)—I am a miner 
and reside at Dutch Flat. I hove lived there 
since July, 1853. 1 have been acquainted 
with the Gold Run mine since 1854 
I 
worked continuously in that mine from 1865 
to 1875. During that time we were workicg 
off the surface gravel. 
In 1854 they were 
mining on a Bmall scale, and continued in 
that manner until 1865, when the South 
Yuba canal and the Bradiy & Gardner ditch 
were completed. The first of these ditches 
brought iu 3 000 ¡GChes of water. The ground 
was then owned by small companies, and run 
off by what is known as the hydraulic process. 
A t that'tiine there were from twenty-five to 
thirty companies mining in the district, and 
they used from 200 to 4 )0 inches ot water 
each. 
I owned shares in the Church, Golden 
Gate and Kamer mines at that time. 
The 
Church and Golden Gate mines were after­ 
wards consolidated. 
They belong now to the 
Gold Run Ditch and Mining Company, the 
defendants in this case. 
VVe worked those 
mineB down to as deep a depth as our grade 
would allow. 
We first rau our tailings 
through cuts into Canyon creek. 
Afterwards 
we ran a short tunnel and washed a second 
stop*. I have been through the tunnel of the 
Gold Run Ditch and 
Mining Company. 
It will give grade sufficient to wash those 
mines to the bed-rock. That tunnei is about 
120 feet lower than the one we used in work­ 
ing the second stope. We could wash with 
the same amount of water in the top surface, 
three or four times as much as they can wash 
in the pit of the Indiana Hill mine of this 
bottom material. 
For the past four or five 
years I have been for,man of the Polar Star 
and Southern Cross mines at Dutch Plat. 
I 
think the channel upon which the Polar Star, 
Southern Cross and Dutch Flat mines are 
situated is a tributary to the main channel 
upon which the Gold Run idídos are situated. 
The bowlders in the Dutch Flat mines are 
much larger than those found in the Gold 
Ilun mines. 
I have seen within the past 
week bowlders in the Indiana Hill mine 
seven or eight feet in diameter. 
[Witness 
described the dump of the 
Polar Star 
mine in the Bear river and the extent 
of 
the 
dam 
made 
by 
the 
dump ] 
I know but very little about the North Fork 
of the American river except at Ford’s Bar. 
I frequently crossed at tbat point prior to 
1860. and again I saw it last October. 
I 
think tbe tailings at that point are about 60 
feet deep. From that point to Rica’s bridge 
the depth of tailings gradually becomes les-, 
I saw some pipe clay in the pit of the Indiana 
Hiil mine. 
It was part of the original forma 
tion and about 100 feet from the bed rock. 
Croes-examination (by George Cadwalader) 
—Owiag to the scarcity of water the mining 
in and around Gold Run district prior to 1865 
was conducted on a very small scale. [W it­ 
ness was shown various samples of gravel 
from the Gold Run mine and asked to identify 
them and state the different strata in which 
they are found.] This hard blue gravel does 
not readily yield to powder. 
When il is 
blasted it is left in large chunk; and has to be 
hammered or sledged up. 
In 1875 the Gold 
Run Company wore running the Bay State 
mine and dumping into Canyon creek. 
Court adjourned till 9:30 A. M. to-day.

W a s h in g t o n , Jacua-y 31.—In the Crim­ 
inal Court this morning Guiteau made his 
opening speech as follows : “ I had a very 
happy New Year’s yesterday, and hops that 
everybody else did. I had lots of visitors— 
high-toned, middle-toned 
and 
lew-toned. 
That takes them all in, I believe. 
Tney ex­ 
pressed their opiuions freely, and none of 
them wanted me hung. They all, withont 
dissent, expressed the opinion that I shall be 
acquitted.” 


DB GRAY CROSS-1 X AMIN ED. 
Scuviile resumed the cross t xauiination of 
Dr. Gray. The witnem had not. iu giving his 
opiniou on the direct examination, said that 
the prisoner was sane, taking into account 
the evidence of the prisoner bimaelf; but 
taking that element into cousideiatio:', his 
opirion would still he the same, that the pris­ 
oner is sane, and was sane on the 2d day of 
Julv. 
Witness was asked if he was familiar with 
the case of Lienteuant Sanborn, who was 
killed by Dr. Wright, of Norfolk, Vi., and 
replied : 
“ Yes, sir. 
I wss sent by the President to 
make an examination and give an opinion on 
the caso.”

sidered as simply thieving, “ dipsomania,” 
drunkenness, and “ physomania,” incendiar­ 
ism. 
Their designations were simply con­ 
venient terms which had been invented to 
cover certain crimes. 
“ I r Banity,” said the 
witness, “ is never transmitted, any more 
than cancer.” 
The examination progresses with tedious 
detail in the effort to extract something 
favorable to the defense. 
The counsel renewed the attack upon the 
witness again and again, and each time was 
met with an evasive or qualified reply. 
Finally Scoville, with some impatience, in­ 
quired : “ Can you tell me.

Guiteau—So do I. 
After rr.uxcnts upcn the question, this 
witness was withdrawn. 
Scoville again brought up the question of 
introducing new witnesses, and arguments 
were made pro and qpn. 
An agreement was finally made that de­ 
fense shall submit in writing to-morrow morn­ 
ing their motion, giving the names of wit­ 
nesses and the facts to be testified to, and 
supported by an sffidavit giving the reason 
why such wiinesres were not introduced be­ 
fore.

THE

TREATY. 


T H E 
D ESERT 
LAND 
ACT 
AGAIN. 


It appears th a t the a ttem p t of the French 
G overnm ent to agree w ith the English 
Commissioners upon 
a new reciprocity 
trea ty betw een th e 
tw o countries has 
failed, the French propositions not being 
sufficiently liberal to come up to the Eng­ 
lish minimum. 
I t is evident from this 
failure th atM . G am betta’s G overnm ent has 
once more made th e m istake of supposing 
it possible to secure a treaty w ith a great 
commercial nation, which is alm ost entirely 
in the interest of France. 
M. G am betta 
will doubtless discover, if he m akes any fnr- 
th er experim ents in this direction, th at 
there m ust b s com plete reciprocity, and 
this will bo all th e more necessary because 
th e commercial tre a ty is really more im­ 
portant to France th an to England. 
The 
la tte r cm do well enough w ithout it, and 
all the b etter since th e ravages of the 
phylloxera have destroyed the French wine 
interest so greatly. 
A nd California is not 
w ithout an interest in this, for if England 
ceases to use French wines she w ill never­ 
theless require wine, and m ay be induced 
to buy it from us if we can supply a sound 
article in a perm anent way. 
In fact it will 
n o t do for Franco to be greedy, for there 
are m any com petitors w aiting and ready 
to take her place in supply-Dg all th a t she 
can 
supply to 
her w ealthy and luxu­ 
rious neighbor. 


THE 
CASE 
OF 
PORTER. 


Once more it is intim ated th a t the case 
of Fitz Jo h n P orter may be reopened, for 
th a t General G rant has allowed himself to 
be persuaded into exam ining th e circum ­ 
stances thoroughly, and has risen from th at 
exam ination convinced th at P orter has been 
wronged. 
T his is a singular story, and 
chiefly because G eneral G rant 
had the 
am plest opportunity of doing this very thing 
w hen he was President, b ut never appeared 
to take any interest in the m atter. 
A s a 
m atter of fact it was known th a t he was 
strongly prejudiced against Porter, and had 
in fact taken his theory of the case al­ 
together from G eneral Pope, who could 
never 
give Porter 
even 
the rem otest 
semblance of fair play. 
The facts which 
proved P orter’s innocence, moreover, were 
m ade public while General G rant was in 
th e W hite House, and the whole subject 
w as discussed very fully after the close of 
th e second trial—which was discreditable 
to the officers engaged in it, bu t assuredly 
n o t to G eneral P otter. 
I t would, however, 
be very strange if a t last th a t much- 
w ronged officer should secure the vindica­ 
tion he has sought so long and so unsuccess­ 
fully ; so stiauge, and so contrary to ex­ 
perience, indeed, th a t we m ust decline to 
believe in its possibility u n til we see it an 
accomplished fact. 


The so-called explanation of Judge Cox, 
of his motives for allowing G uiteau to m is­ 
behave himself so abominably and persist­ 
ently, has not, so far as we can perceive, 
been accepted, either at home or abroad, as 
a sufficient justification of the course of the 
C oart. 
English opinion has from th e first 
condem ned th e m anner in w hich the trial 
is carried on, b u t no condem nation could 
possibly have been more em phatic than 
th a t of the A m erican people. 
T he thing, 
however, is evidently tending to the pro­ 
duction of such disastrous and hum iliating 
results th a t it seems necessary to trea t it 
as som ething very m uch more im portant 
th an a question of judgm ent. 
T he plain 
and apparent fact is, th a t through the con- 
d n ct of th e trial of G uiteau ail the high 
and good feeling w hich the illness and 
death of G eneral Garfield produced, is being 
dissipated, and when it is remembered th at 
th is is th e work of the assassin, it becomes 
peculiarly horrible and exasperating. 
The 
death of Garfield occurred under circum ­ 
stances so pathetic and a t the same tim e 
elevating, th at all the w orld was draw n 
closer together by th e event. 
The sim ple 
m anliness of the stricken President ; the 
rom ance of his career; his p atient endur­ 
ance of protracted sufferings ; th e devotion 
of his wife and children ; his great popu­ 
larity ; 
the 
pervading naturalness and 
hom eliness of all 
the 
in cid en ts; com­ 
bined to touch and move hum an nature 
everyw here, and caused all the w orld to 
join in w atching over the President’s sick 
bed, and to nuite in m ourning when he 
died. 
I t was som ething new and elevating 
in hum an experience. 
A fter such a life, 


Euch a death. 
T he contem plation of it 
m ade the Am erican people more thought of 
and talked of and w ritten about than ever 
before, and th e general effect was w hole- 
some. 
P u t ju st when this tender, reverential, 
genial 
feeling was a t 
its 
hight, 
the 
sinister figure of 
the assassin G uiteau 
cast its hideous shadow right ath w art the 
grave of 
his victim , and the spectacle 
chilled all hearts. 
There was then a very 
righteous and beneficent w rath against 
th is vile and wicked w retch. 
The world 
was lam enting the greatness of the evil bis 
puny hand had caused, and regretting the 
im possibility of inflicting upon him an 
adequate punishm ent for his stupendous 
crime. 
I t was very difficult even to toler­ 
ate m ention of his loathsom e name. 
He 
was so fiercely hated th a t had he been let 
loose the very children would have stoned 
him to death. 
A nd a t this juncture he 
was presented to a shuddering, grieved, 
and deeply angered people, w ith all his 
m ost disgusting qualities intensified and 
made more intrusive. 
H is brutish ab­ 
sence of feeling, his insufferable impudence, 
his egregious self conceit, his invulner­ 
able effronteiy, his m atchless brutality, 
his venomous tongue, his revolting cant, 
his flippant vulgarity, his m anifest indif­ 
ference to the deed he had done— all were 
brought into such prominence as th e m ost 
absolute 
license 
on 
the 
p art of 
the 
Court could give them . 
The country, nay 
th e world, shuddered and drew back in 
horror a t this sight and these sounds. 
A il 
felt upon the in stant th a t Garfield was 
being assassinated over again ; th a t in the 
license accorded this filthy m iscreant the 
foulest dishonor, the m ost b itter scorn, 
were being heaped upon the memory of the 
victim . 
A nd yet th e sham eful scene was con­ 
tinued, despite all protest. 
I t began on 
the 14th of Novem ber, and for six weeks 
it has been forced upon the attention of an 
outraged, a scandalized, a disgusted peo­ 
ple. 
A nd after the m urderous buffoon has 
been allowed to m ake a m ockery of our 
crim inal adm inistration ; after he has been 
allowed to tu rn the m ost awful and tragic 
event of tho century into a dreadful bur­ 
lesque, played daily for the am usem ent 
of grinning fools and brainless jades ; after 
th e feelings of every true man and woman 
have been lacerated by the outrage ; after 
th e effect of Garfield’s solemn decline and 
death has been screamed and blasphem ed 
away by this gibbering fiend ; -the Ju d g e 
thinkB 
to explain everything, and dis­ 
sipate every sentim ent 
of 
indignation, 
by stating th a t he has allowed G uiteau to 
say and do w hatever he pleased, in order 
th a t certain “ e x p e rts” m ight have a b et­ 
te r opportunity of forming opinions about 
hiB sanity ! 
Then Judge Cox further in ti­ 
m ates th a t he was terribly fearful lest the 
assassin m ight escape fro™ the jury, or 
through some technicality, and to prevent 
this he abandoned the dignity of his Court, 
aud let the prieonor run the case to suit 
himself. 
I t seems to us th a t th is is alm ost 
a greater outrage than the other ; th at the 
Judge's im peachm ent of oar crim inal sys­ 
tem is more injurious than G uitean’s expos­ 
ure of our practice. 
For if it be possible th a t this m m can 
escape th e gallows by any m ethod w hat­ 
ever ; if the enorm ity of his crim e and the 
indubitableness of his accountability are 
not sufficient to overbear all th e cunning 
of defending law yers, all th e chicanery of 
the law, all the crystallized im becility of 
past acquitting verdicts in m urder cases, 
all tlie barriers, w hatever th eir name and 
character, which influence, money, skill of 
fence, or any other agency, have at any­ 
tim e been able to erect betw een Justice 
• and G nilt— then farewell all hope of an 
enduring civilization for America, and all 
expectation of 
b etter things hereafter. 
Such a failure under snch circum stances 
would dam n the national character. 
If we 
have not virtue enough either in our insti­ 
tutions or in public opinion, to compass 
the punishm ent of the most ineffable scoun­ 
drel 
th a t 
ever 
reared 
brazen 
front 
before a people, and m ocked at them 
across the body of their dead leader— 
m urdered by h¡3 hand—it would be vain 
to iftugine th a t we can do any good 
thing any more a t all. 
And y et the con­ 
d uct of this trial has alm ost justified E u­ 
ropeans in concluding th a t we have no 
dislike to the horrible, insulting buffoonery 
of the assassin ; th a t we find daily am use­ 
m ent in the record of his ceaseless flow of 
im pertinences; th a t we have neither the 
means nor the inclination to silence him ; 
th at in short we have already forgotten 
Garfield, and more th an half forgiven his 
m urderer. 
For all this Judge Cox is re­ 
sponsible ; and it seems to ns th at he has 
made himself accountable for so prolonged 
and deep and intolerable a wroDg to the 
Am erican people th a t no explanation in his 
power to furnish can ever acquit him cf 
this m ost unpardonable offense. 
For he 
has abused a great opportunity ; caused his 
country to be m isrepresented abroad ; per­ 
m itted the assassin to efface the memory 
of the victim ; and m ade it appear th a t 
th e defeat of Justice even in snch a case 
can only be averted by these disastrous 
sacrifices.

Now in the first place Mr. Sargent could 
not have tee n held accountable for this or 
any other deed done under the Act, if, as 
is claimed, it was a violation of th e pro­ 
visions of the A c t 
I t is acknowledged 
th at as Mr. Sargent fram ed the A ct no 
man was entitled to take up any other Kind 
than desert land under its provisions. 
I t is 
a new doctrine th a t the law -m aker is to be 
held accountable for breaches of the law. 
I t is a doctrine at once so im pudent and 
imbecile th a t it could only have been p ut 
forth by bad men feeling them selves in des­ 
perate danger. 
U nder auy circumstances, 
therefore, M r. Sargent can have nothing to 
do w ith th e adm inistration of the law. 
I t 
is the executive officers, and the actual 
law -breakers, who are alone to be blamed 
or punished. 
B ut it happens also th a t Mr. 
Sargent’s enemies have blundered terribly 
in their selection of an instance, for w hat 
they say about the H aggin and C arr tract 
in K ern county is a mass of falsehoods. 
The land taken up there by H aggin and 
C arr was genuine desert land. 
I t was not 
and never had been fertile. 
I t did not 
produce grass. 
I t did not produce any­ 
thing. 
I t was literally and com pletely 
worthless, and w orthless it would have 
rem ained to this day, had not H aggin and 
C arr faithfully carried out the conditions 
of the Desert Land Act, and constructed a 
system of irrigation w orks a t an outlay of 
nearly half a million dollars. 
In fact it 
w ould be difficult to find a more perfect 
illustration of the usefulness of the Desert 
Land A ct than this very case supplies. 
Here was a body of land w hich never 
could have 
sustained 
a 
jack - rabbit 
w ithout irrigation, and w hich m ust have 
lain idle and useless for centuries under 
ordinary conditions, because no m an could 
afford to irrigate a sm all qu an tity of it. 
B ut the D esert Land A ct enabled it to be 
dealt w ith on a considerable scale, and the 
result was th at capital was freely expended 
upon it, and to-day it forms one of the most 
flourishing and productive areas in Califor­ 
nia, and has set an example which will 
assuredly bring scoreB of millions of dollars 
into sim ilar enterprises during the next ten 
years. 
Mr. Sargent’s enemies will have to 
take a now departure, for th ey cannot get 
him indicted on th is showing. 
The real 
tru th is th at he knows too m uch about 
land legislation for the land thieves, and it 
is they who are m ost active in th e warfare 
against him a t present. 
President A rthur, 
however, is doubtless kept advised of the 
true inw ardness of these sham eful and o ut­ 
rageous calumnies, and will know how to 
treat them .

W a t s o n v i l l e , January 31.—A mcst dast­ 
ardly attem pt to murder—and probably a 
successful one—was made near here nieht be­ 
fore last. 
I t was the occasion cf a wedding 
at the house of Charles Bossi, in the red­ 
woods about eight miles from W atsonville. 
Hossi had decided to make it a grand affair, 
bad laid in a bountiful stock of wine and 
whisky, and had caused 
bonfires to 
be 
kindled all around the little house in the Red­ 
wood canyon, ia order th at the many guests 
should bs accommodated. 
Among chose who 
went without invitation was a gaug of toughs 
from W bi.ky Hill, a little village about 
a mile and half from here. 
I t 
had 
not been the programme to havedatcirg, but 
as many desired to dance a fiddler was sent 
for. 
During the dancing the hat was passed 
around, and these toughs refused to contrib­ 
ute, and were notified by Kossi th at those 
who did not pay conld not dance. 
They 
thereupon went outside and began to fire off 
their pistols, some of the shots striking the 
house. 
Charles Bossi went out and told them 
if they did th at any more 
he 
would 
make 
a 
prison 
of 
it, 
and 
as 
he 
turned to go in one Jose Tejada stabbed him 
in the back with a dirk. 
The knife passed 
between the sixth and seventh ribs into the 
lung. 
A n Indian who had been teaming for 
llossi, named Jiiiao, jumped forward and 
shouted that a man who would stab another 
in the back was a coward, or words to that 
effect, at which a brother of Tejada struck 
him over the head with a pistol and then 
shot him, the ball ploughing a furrow over 
tho top of tho scalp. 
The surgeon who was 
called to the case says th at Rossi is probably 
mortally wounded. 
The doctor does not 
consider the other man injured very badly. 
Rossi ia a steady, hard working mau, and not 
in the least quarrelsome or ovei bearing. Jose 
Tejada has only been out of San Quentin 
about two weeks. 
D eputy Sheriff John Gat- 
fey and a poBse are scouring the country for 
him, and it is said th at if he is found by any 
other than the Sheriff’s party he will be 
swung np to the most convenient tree.

MR. LUBIS's SPEECH. 
Mr. Lubin, after returning tliauks for the compli­ 
m ent conveyed by the toast, entered upon re*rark<* 
concerning commerce and its la at*, and passed to 
the consideration of two that are especially arbi­ 
trary and subtle. One is known by the nunc of 
Value, the ether as Debit and Credit. The fo n n tr 
is the most difficult to master, ofr.cn eluding the 
grasp of the shrewdest intellect. The m erchant in 
his uncertainties often resorts to chance or specu a- 
tio n ; resit ting ci her in fortune or bankruptcy. 
This should be avoided. Knowledge is the only 
safeguard. This law of value is one of the niOFt 
im portant of the laws of commerce or of trade. 
It 
determ inei the relative worth between a bar of pig 
iron and its weight in well finished needle?, a dia­ 
mond and a ton of gold, a cargo of grain and a bar 
of bullion.

d ath. 
Like the therm om eter, its indications are 
ou: the result of the action of the law’ upon m atter. 
Many suffer untold rai try b cause they believe that 
they are not rated at their tru e value.

stances this may be true, but as a general rule the 
value fixed by public opinion is jus:. So my. terious 
and active is this power of value, and so completely 
are wc surrounded by its influences that we cannot 
escape its ruling*. 
A noble thought, a kindly act, 
aud we improve the quality of our value. 
Every 
thought and action makes its impression upon the 
brain. 
Each ha3 its tendency to appreciate or depre­ 
ciate the value 
'i he senses with which each human 
being is endowed play no small part in the economy 
of this nnsterious law, nor are characters or values 
uctc. mined by the several greater actions or 
thoughts, but re rather the result of the almost in- 
num erah.e num ber of, as it were, atomicM, infioi- 
teshcal thoughts and actions. These weave an in­ 
visible b.it powerful network around u«, from which 
there is no escape except in death. 
These a tom i ral 
though*s, when so idified, constituttfour value. Nor 
is it at all strange that nature should in this case se­ 
lect atoms in f irming character, for all her gi’eat 
w rks are 
pe formed 
through the agencv of 
at -ms, and why n«>t this as well? 
Daguerre’s 
wonderful 
disc ivery 
sinks 
into 
insigni icance 
whea compared to the immaterial or m ental pic­ 
tures th at may be t -ken by any hum an being. 
Da­ 
guerre simply applied physical means to the action 
of physical laws, and he obtained a physical result. 
He eou d not apply these physical laws aud obtain 
an active, m ental, intellectual or sñ rirtu l picture. 
But humen brings are endowed with the proper ap­ 
paratus which enables them to p.oduce both pos­ 
itive and negative pictures, cf a mental, moral, 
intellectual or a sp1 ritual i ature. These pictures 
are taken a*id stored away almost, c m atan11y, and 
only cease w ith the life of the individual. 
Besides 
this, these pictures are animated by certain vital 
principles or la-' s *, among th» m can be enumerated 
the law of comparison and inference. With the aid of 
these two assistants are evolved what are known as 
thought and action; taencefbabitu d evil-doers can 
only compare or ii.fer through the medium of evil 
atom pictures or thoughts which have accumulated 
and have become the m otive power. The truly vir­ 
tuous compare and liift r from virtuous atom pict­ 
ures or thoughts, 
whereas 
the 
great middle 
claFS 
often 
compare 
and 
infer 
by 
both 
extremes.

If men 
were free moral agents, in 
the 
true sense of the 
word, then indeed would it be 
po-sible for us to 
abolish prisous and capital punishm ent. The crim ­ 
inal element would become extinct, and we would 
soon experience the go den age. 
Why are there 
crim inals? Simply because they »re not free men. 
Why are th ty not free? B*c*u«* their m ind or 
brain is composed of deadly ai d im pure atom pict­ 
ures or thoughts. 
A single atom thought may not 
have a great influence over the thoughts and actions 
of the indn idual, but collectively they are power­ 
ful, nay irresistible. 
Atom thoughts solid fled are 
to the man what steam is to the boiler, and the will, 
senses and bodily agents cau be compared to the 
engine. * * * But how do we obtain our valua ? 
I answer, tbrouzh the medium of the brain. 
W hat 
U the brain? It is mv belief th at it is composed of 
the at->m pictures or thoughts, accumulated and 
solidified. 
How are they accumulated and solidi­ 
fied ? By various methods. Among them may be 
enum erated the following : First, emanation or ped­ 
igree ; second, food ; third, the state of health ; 
fourth, 6urrou dinxsand associations; fifth, educa­ 
tion ; sixth, 
circum stances; seventh, accident. 
Were the habitual criminal free be woul i not 
of hi* own choice desire to become an i vi’-doer. I 
furtherm ore claim th at muc » as the evil-doer may 
desire to become free, it is alm ost impose ble for him 
to do so. 
Why ? Because his motives, his impulses, 
his inchnatious, his desires, in fact his nature will 
not perm it him to act contrary to the dictation of 
his master, the brain. 
Iu fact, it is almost as impos­ 
sible and eveu unuatum l for such men to suddenly 
become permanently virtuous, as it would be for 
the trulv virtuous to suddenly become permanently 
depraved. 
Because the deadly atom thoughts have 


accumulated and become solidified. The«e compose 
what is called the braic. 
And the brain is abso­ 
lutely dictator. 
Many of the milder ca«es are 
reclaimed by ingraft ng life atom thoughts. 
The 
case of the criminal is, of course, an exception to 
j the general rule. 
But the truly virtu» u 1 and perfect 
¡ are also exceptions to the general rule. 
* * * I* 
this U true, then is it not about time for thos? who 
desire to live, and that as freemen, to look well to it 
th at they only ab-orb life atoms? Nor should it be 
overlooked that if your value determ ines your 
position and happiness during your earthly exist­ 
ence, it may 
also 
determine 
your 
immortal 
career. 
W hat bearing do these life atoms have 
upon value ? As far as personal value is concerned, 
they, the life atoms, deserve our most careful con- 
siderition. The happiness and prosperity. Dot alone 
of ourselves, bu t of our family and neighbors, nay, 
even those yet to be bom , depend upon it. Those 
whose brains are composed of virtuous life atoms 
need not search far for a m arket. 
For, coupled with 
ability, there is no more valuable merchandise to 
be found in the world. 
At the beginning of the 
new year it would perhaps not be a bad idea to take 
up your account of stock of life and death atom 
thoughts. 
This should be done in a careful manner, 
bearing in mind th at each uealh atom thought is a 
debit, each life atom thought U a credit. Take up 
your stock at its true value, ar.d strike abalance. 
Snould the debits oveibalance the credits, then are 
you indeed unfortunate, unless you &teel your mind 
to speedi'y reduce your liabilities and increase your 
credit*. 
Nor will deception deceive the expert. 
Above all, we cannot practice deception upon our­ 
selves. 
If we do, our own judgm ent will condemu 
us. 
We should remember th at we cannot hope to 
be a simple spectator. The law is th at all human 
beings, 
of every condition and under all cir­ 
cumstances, arc, 
during 
their 
earthly 
ex­ 
istence, 
either 
debtors 
or 
creditors, 
and 
each has a rating 
according 
to 
his value. 
Nor is even the sec uded herm it exem pt from this 
law. 
Nor can anv one cease being influenced by it 
until the last clod of earth covers his grave. 
Even 
then, if he has anything to his credit, tho c who 
live will plant flowers and erect a monument over 
his remains. The memory of such as have inherited 
it are held in veneration, and they are referred to as 
exemplary models. 
Hei.ce it becomes those who 
are rational beings, endowed with reason, to live 
such lives as will add credits to their record, so that 
they may become true capitalists. 
Such ate more 
acceptable in th e sight of God and man than the 
mere money-worm.

I would therefore urge you all to look well to your 
debits and credits, and if your credits are sufficient 
to justify it, you need have no fear about your 
rating.

lie would have all honor done 
them , for w e owe them a debt we can never pay. 
[Applause.] Let all honor be done those who live 
in Sacramento. 
Here were the brains th at planned 
the transcontinental railroad—the greatest achieve­ 
m ent of the age. 
For the Sac amento of to-day lio 
bade his hearers to open their eves and see ; let 
them examine exhibits made by the local press on 
the opening new year, and judge of her advance­ 
m ent. 
He did not say it because he was their guest, 
but as 
representative 
Saeramentans, he would 
point to 
THE HOSTS OF THE EVENING. 
[Applause.] He spoke advisedly, and after a rec?nt 
\id t to seven of the large cities of the Union. No- 
w heiehad he seen any such establishm ent as the 
Mechanics’ Store, which every Sacramentan is proud 
to own as the product of Sacramento men. 
He did 
not deem it necessary to refer to the victories won 
by the city. 
Let the annual letxirt of the R e c o r d - 
Union for the year speak instead, for there is to be 
found epitomized all that is good. 
California he 
deemed had worked a revolution in the laws of 
trade. 
California had changed things regarding 
trade never before attem pted. 
She had modified

bodies ; there’d be b etter tu>ine6s, b e tte r so­ 
ciety, b etter religion and a better world. 
[Applauee ] 
M any hearts in this city are 
touched by this m anagem ent. 
A ny business 
will be strong th a t is conducted in th e in ter­ 
est ®f the common people. 
T here the poor 
m an can get hi* dollar’* w orth ; there there is 
even and fair-handed practice. 
[A pplause.] 
H e congratulated the firm because it is pro­ 
gressive, hum ane and has won a living suc­ 
cess, a present prosperity—n o t a past one, 
bu t a present. 
Som e of the elem ents of the 
6uccrs* of the house are the order th a t 
prevai-s in it—the first condition of success in 
life ; heaven’s first law . 
There individuality 
is em phasized in the establishm ent and *11 its 
work. 
E very m an is strong, as he can im ­ 
press his originality and personality on his 
work. 
These em ployers require every m an 
to do his w ork bi* own w ay and im press upon 
ith iso w n individuality ; so this farce is being 
built up to be self-reliant, and it will go out 
to add like strength to this com m unity and 
to others. 
Self-reliance is cultivated in these 
employee.

The very word education in our day suggests 
school routine, scientific hieroglyphics, formidable 
text-books bristling w ith technicalities aud slid 
more formidable professors behind them 
This sort 
of scholastic t aii ing belongs to ageneral systematic 
culture, but true education must have for its object 
the constitutional improvement of the whole man. 
Man, and ro t scholarship, is the aim of this educa­ 
tion. The constitutional improvement of m an is 
effected by the training of the body, the training of 
the senses and functions of the brain to the highest 
degree of power and active use. 
Hum anity has 
hitherto progressed from mere brutal strength to 
intellectual force, and the next advance m ust 
be to 
moral power. 
The 
first age of 
the 
woild 
belonged to brutal force; 
the 
sr cond 
belonged to reason ; and we can readily see 
th at the empire of both is equally remorseless. The 
thii I age of the world belongs to love, which rules 
only to serve. The Supreme Ruler comes to u* in 
hum anity, and above a.’l in our children, and calls 
upon us in their divine capabilities, which wait for 
us to m ature them . 
Education m ust not be a trade, 
but a worship ; and the school m ust become & tem ­ 
ple in which the teacher, officiating at the altar of 
hum anity, makes a sacrifice of himself th at his race 
may live a better and happier life. 
Science pushes 
us to the9e conclus'ons. 
For every function has for 
its end self preoervati n ; and the function of edu­ 
cation m u-t have tor its purpose the preservation 
of the race, and, therefore, the individual m ust 
be brought up, not for ambition, wealth or power, 
but for the n»ce. 
[Applause.] 
We do not, like the 
animal?, live in isolatio \ bu t by our families and 
States we are linked with 
THE WHOLE OF HUMANITY, 
And the condition of the race determines our own 
preservation. Therefore we base education upun 
the principle of race amelioration. Thus we clearly 
see that education contains the solution of t :e prob­ 
lem th at troubles the age we live in. 
We do not 
mean th at s .Tt of e>!uratiou which makes of us 
bags filled with words, figures and fact?, but th at 
culture which develop* within us power, will, 
strength and character. This is what William Penn 
m eant when h » said to his colonists in the first 
words of his address : “ Educate.” W ashington’s 
last bequest iu his farewell address to the American 
people, was again, “ Educate.” Washington m eant 
when he srid this th at free schools should be estab­ 
lished for ti.e purjMjee of preserving self-government 
by training up intelligent patriotism ; bu t the 
father of his country did not foresee th at under 
political supervision instead of breeding patriots 
they m ight breed vampires, and flood the country 
with physical, mental and moral wrecks. 
I repeat 
again th at the most general educational problem of 
the hour is th a t of providing a citizenship fitted to 
enjoy the institutions of free government and fitted 
to develop the broad resources of the American 
domain. 
[Applause ] To do this, eiuration has 
not only to traiu up American childhood to 
fitness for i'.s royal perogstives, but it has also to 
;i88ia.ilate n.to sturdy citizenship the heterogenaous 
elem ents pouring iu upon u* f*om all quarter* of the 
globe. 
It m ust uproot habits of thought fastened 
by older civilizations, and give free and universal 
scope to the American idea 
The American idea 
contemplates a brotherhood of citizens having com­ 
mon political aspirations undisturbed by phases of 
private opinion and belief. 
It mean* the enthrone- 
m e tt of 
ORDER, FREEDOM AND PROGRESS. 
It means the creation of a public opiuion powerful 
enough to crush all fraud, and political hereby here, 
and capable of instructing other nations in the 
pathw ajsof political reform and progress. 
In the 
free schools, the bulwark of our nationality, are im ­ 
planted those republican ideas which inspired our 
fathers to found a government where law is the 
Lares, and freedom the Penates ; where there may 
be a jubil e w ithout a saturnalia; 
where the 
title »f property is as 
safe as the guar«n- 
tees of lib e rty ; 
and within 
one generation 
we have seen the force of these 
republican 
ideas. 
Not 
many 
\ ears 
ago 
had a 
man 
sat on the banks oí the Tnames, m anipulating with 
his w heels and wires, communicating his thoughts 
and obtaining true responses from the other side 
of the ocean, he would have been seized and burnt 
as a sorcerer. 
Even afar off we can see these ideas 
at work in Europe: hearing under the thrones of 
monarchies ; wrenching at the prison do >rs ol those 
who have «truck lor lioerty aud failed ; stooping to 
uplift the drooping form of Erin ; hovering over the 
obliterated nationality of Poland, and moving silent­ 
ly among the mossy ruins and time-hallowed dust 
cf Rome. O ur forefathers widely foresaw th at the 
perpetuity of our free institutions would rest upon 
the education of the youth of the nation. 
[Ap­ 
plause.) They believed*with M ontesquieu| “ th at 
education has for its foundation the same principles 
i.s the State—fear under despotism, piide u n d y a 
monarchy, and 
• 
VIRTUE UNDER A REPUBLIC;” 
And since virtue is formed by early habit, a Repub­ 
lic m ust train children io simplicity and self­ 
restraint, as nothing but virtue and intelligence can 
save a republic from ending in despotism, corrup­ 
tion and anarchy. 
The austere divinity of tne peace 
ar d prosperity of our country is also the divinity 
of our educational system. 
It is she who 
“ Sat on the maat of the Mayflower, 
Who perched on the celd, w intry wood, 
And as the bold bark bore onward, 
On the crag of the cliff she stood ; 
And she heard the pilgrims’ pseon 
Over the wild waves roll— 
1 Shout unto God thanksgiving 
For liberty of so u l!’ 
Then wi» try wood and heaving main 
Sang as they caught th e W d refrain, 
For liberty cf so u l!” 
It may be granted without argum ent that there 
is an im m utable and eternal distinction between 
right and wrong ; th at the basis or standard of right 
is to be found, not in the feeling of se f love, the 
sense of utility, the impulse of benevolence, or in 
any of the changing phenomena of the human 
mind, but only in the divine nature, and that na­ 
ture revealed in the record of creation and the w rit 
ttn word. 
Educate man up to the proper point, make him 
w hat he shou d be, give all the power? and func­ 
tions of his nature frir play, and bis conscience and 
moral sentiments cannot be overlooked. 
We need 
ten thousand daily lessons in our school rooms, in 
our business houses, in our homes, on the elements 
of morals, on the principles of tru th and right, and 
law aud purity, ami frugality and self-control. 
This 
is what is needed in order to preserve untarnished 
the national honcr and glory which we have re­ 
ceived from the past, and in order to make strong 
and lasting the foundations of the* m ighty empire 
w i'h it* teeming millions fashioned by the beneficent 
hands of cur fathers, and dedicated to hum anity 
forever. 
And as wc try to fuse into strung and 
loving ut ity our heterogenous populations, and to 
bind all in undying loyalty to our free institu'iuiiR, 
let us see to it th at reverence for truth and right 
shall reign supreme. [Applause.]

T he change is due a good deal to 
guopowder, and a good deal more to the 
printing press [ipplause], which b e h e ld to 
he th e true savior of m ankind. 
T his firm 
has taught a lesson to all great em ployes, and 
he w hhed th e C entral Pacific R ailroad, for 
wl ich he had the honor to labor, would take 
a leaf out of their book and copy it. 
H e 
gloried in the men who believe the em ploye 
is as good as the em ployer, and believe in the 
word* of our declaration, th a t all m en are 
free and equal. 
F orm erly 
the em ploye 
cringed to the employ? r. 
N ow he m eats him 
as a m an face to face. 
W hen the em ploye 
has done his du ty and received bis pay, 
no other 
obligation 
of 
necessity 
exist?. 
[A pplause.] H e referred to the men who built 
the C entral Pacific R ailroad a? Sacram ento 
men. 
[A pplause.] 
H ere they conceived th e 
idea of the ro a d ; here they carried it out. 
Some cf the m ost rem arkable m en the coast 
has ever had sprang from this com m unity 
[applause] ju st as did the builders of the 
great railroad, and cvar which he had the 
honor to ru n tho first train. 
H e saw th a t 
great enterpiise brgin in a little office in Sac­ 
ram ento, and now the com pany is the em ­ 
ployer of 14 000 men, and pay out in S acra­ 
m ento city íd the neighborhood cf §100,000 
every m onth for wages. 
H e gloried ia such 
m en, and wished the land had m ore of them .

THE MAJOE’S MONKEY. 


When I, a very young subaltern, first 
joined my regiment (the Royal Manx Fu- 
sileers) the depot bad been for some six 
months stationed at the delightful town of 
Ballynoggin, County Longford, Ireland. 
I suppose my brother officers had by that 
time contrived to exhaust all the resources 
of the neighborhood in the way of amuse­ 
ment, for on my arrival I found them re­ 
duced to three topicB of conversation. 
First, snipe-shooting—a bog with a bird in 
it lying within reach. Second, the sayings 
and doings of the three Miss McCrans ; daz­ 
zling beauties, daughters of the local solic­ 
itor, who kept a “ car’ge ” and resided in 
a stucco villa with “ Castellamare ” painted 
on the garden gate, on which the manly 
forms of two or more of the Royal Manx 
were generally to be seen lounging—in con­ 
versation with the lovely Ger’ldine or 
Norah 
Third, Major Ma illier’s monkey, 
and why he kept it. 
The snipe became a bore now and then, 
one's interest in Cer’ldine’s bewitching 
Irishisms or Norah’s conquests might even 
flag occasionally, but the mention of Con­ 
go’s name or his latest iniquity brought ex­ 
citement into oar flattest moments di­ 
rectly. 
Congo was a beautiful little creature, 
with long, soft fur, dark face and paws, 
and gentle, mournful eyes, the temper of a 
wild cat, and the morals of an imp of dark­ 
ness. He was supposed to reside in a 
house, made of a wine-case, in Carmody, 
the Major's servant’s room ; but except for 
the purpose of secreting his plunder in the 
straw, never was found there by any 
chance.

He was a local “ squireen" proprietor of 
the before-mentioned bog, whom, m default 
of other society, we used to invite continu­ 
ally to mess. 
He was heavy enough when sober ; later 
on, great on Horae Rule and the departed 
glories of Ireland and his family, “ The 
rightin’ Flaherty»,” duelists of note in the 
brave days of old, when Caatle Flaherty 
was kept up in princely style and the 
“ clar’t in the cellars would have flooded 
the country for miles round.” 
O’Flaherty was mixing himself some 
whisky and water one evening before de­ 
parting,. romancing the while gloriously, 
when suddenly a black figure descended 
with a awing and a bound from somewhere, 
alighting on O'Flaherty's shoulders. Congo, 
of course. He clawed fast to O’Flaherty’s 
hair with one hand and plunged the other 
into the scalding brew, presumably in 


search of sugar ; then, chattering wrath- 
iuily, upset the boiling mixture on O’Fla 
herty’s legs and vanished with a lock of 
his bair. 
O’Flaherty’s language was forcible ; well 
it might be. Marillier apologized in the 
handsomest manner, but che blood of the 
descendant of the “ fighting’ FlahertyB ” 
was up, and mere words had no power to 
appease him. 
He demanded the instant execution of 
Congo, or the satisfaction of a gentleman. 
“ Are these your only alternatives?" 
asked the Major, gravely. 
“ They are,” blustered Terence. 
“ Then I accept the latter,” said Maril­ 
lier unhesitatingly. 
“ You are a gentleman, bedad !” ex­ 
claimed O’Flaherty, suddenly sobered. 
"A nd if you think that dirty little baste 
worth fightin’ about, Terence O'Flaherty's 
not the man to begrudge yon the pleasure. 
Still, I’d be ready to overlook it, and let 
bygones be bygones if you’d give me one 
single dacent reason for keeping the baste. ” 
A pause, during which all grew breath­ 
less with excitement.

THE LANDSLIP IN SWITZERLAND. 
The Geneva correspondent of the London 
Timen sends the following account of the 
catastrophe at Elm by which between one 
hundred and fifty and two hundred lives 
were lost, and concerning which accounts 
have appeared in the Record-Union : 
“ Next to the rain the chief cause of the 
terrible catastrophe which has overwhelmed 
Elm is said to be injudicious quarrying for 
slate, whereby the mountain was in part 
undermined, and 
bo rendered unsafe. 
Some three years ago ominous signs of 
danger were observed, and the cantonal 
forest master, Herr Seeli, warned the pro­ 
prietors of the quarries that they were 
carrying on their excavations beyond the 
bounds of safety. The work went on with­ 
out interruption until last Thursday, when 
the premonitions of disaster became so 
alarming that all the men were withdrawn 
from the quarries ; yet no one seems to 
have thought the village was in daDger 
until Sunday afternoon, when, as the peo­ 
ple were coming from church, a quantity 
of stones rolling from the Ischingel crushed 
several houses in Unterthal nearest the 
foot of the Alp. Ten minutes later came 
the great catastrophe ; a thunderous noise 
rent the air, a black dnst-cloud overspread 
the valley, and all was still. In those 
two or three seconds Underthal had 
disappeared, and with it were buried 
nearly every one of the nnfortunates 
who a few minutes previously were wor­ 
shiping in the village chnrch. Scarcely 
any, in fact, who on the first alarm crossed 
the Sernft, either out of curiosity or fear 
to lend a helping hand to those whose 
honses had been struck, escaped, and they 
include nearly all the manhood of the vil­ 
lage. The proprietor of the Elm Hotel 
was thrown by the concussion of air from 
the iron bridge over the Sernft into the 
stream and drowned. 
His brother, who 
bad reached the Unterthal side, was 
crushed beneath a fragment of rock. In 
one house there was a christening party of 
fifteen persons, mostly kinsfolk, all of 
whom, save the child’s father, were killed ; 
at one stroke he was bereft of family, rela­ 
tives and estate. His house is gone, and 
bis fields are buried under the wreck of the 
mountain. From the first, rescue, though 
energetically attempted, was seen to be 
hopeless ; rocks and earth are piled over 
Unterthal to a hight of fifty feet, and the 
area covered by the debris is compnted at 
from six to eight square miles. The state­ 
ment that two or three of the victims had 
been taken from the ruins alive has not 
been confirmed, and the dead are mutilated 
beyond the possibility of recognition. It 
adds another pang to the grief of the be­ 
reaved to know that even if their dead 
should be found they will be unable to 
claim them. 
“ A correspondent of the New Zuriclier 
Zeitung, who visited Elm, describes 'he 
scene as weird, wild and melancholy be­ 
yond the power of words to express. 
Above the rolling clouds which hung about 
the skirts of the mountains rose the white 
summit of the Plattenberg. Every few 
minutes a great fragment of rock thunder­ 
ed down tbe ’ side of the Tschingler Alp. 
Where Unterthal had been was a mass of 
stones and earth as high as the church, 
steeple. A great part of the village on the 
other side of the stream was under water, 
and the Sernft, forced from its bed, was 
vainly dashing itself against the obstruc­ 
tions that barred its way. Through a 
driving rain men were carrying shapeless 
bodies and laying them in the church, one 
of the few buildings that have escaped de­ 
struction A weeping woman was search­ 
ing among the rnins for some vestige of her 
lost little ones, and an old man, whose 
wife, children and grandchildren had all 
perished together, was wandering about 
heedless of everything, praying that the 
rocks might crush him also. But except 
these two the villagers, fearing another 
arthipels, had fled.” ___________ 
It i( said that if you have presence of 
mind enough to face a raging bull and look 
straight into his eyes he is powerless to do 
yon harm.

The fierce 
animal tore the ground with his feet and 
bellowed with all hia m ight; but some­ 
thing seemed to hold him back like magic 
and he did as no injury.

The International Submarine Diving 
Company, whose vessel, the Mary D. 
Leech, has been quietly engaged in search­ 
ing for the location of her Britannic Majes­ 
ty’s brig De Brook, which foundered June 
10, 1798, off Lewes, has been rewarded 
with unmistakable evidences of the lost 
vessel. During the past eighty-three years 
no effort with the exception of that made 
by the British Government, in 1S10, has 
been made to recover the fabulous treasure 
which is known to have been sunk. It 
has been abandoned as being irrevocably 
lost, because the depth of the water is so 
great that all appliances heretofore invent­ 
ed for raising heavy bodies were useless. 
The International Diving Company, which 
was organized in Philadelphia for no other 
purpose than to raise the abandon _“d treas­ 
ure, is fitted up w ith all that ingenuity can 
devise. 
The most wonderful piece of 
mechanism on board is an immense diving- 
bell, in which a diver might live comfort­ 
ably for a week. He has a communication 
with the upper world by telephone wires. 
He is supplied with the meaus of makinghia 
own air, and for light in hia exploration he 
is provided with a powerful electric 
flame, which, when in operation, reveals to 
him every outside object with vivid dis­ 
tinctness. At the side of the hell is a 
mechanical arm, with machinery so per­ 
fect that in every movement it resembles 
the action of the human arm, even unto the 
picking up of a pin. According to the 
papers in the possession of Samuel S. Mc­ 
Cracken, a pilot, whose grandfather was 
the only survivor, and who wa9 engaged in 
piloting the vessel in the harbor, about 
552,000 000 of specie and jewels went down 
with her. The money was taken by the 
De Brook from an intercepted Spanish 
fleet while on her way to Halifax, England, 
from a successful cruise on the Spanish 
Main. With the specie were taken 200 
prisoners. When the vessel foundered the 
prisoners were in irons on the lower deck, 
and were all lost. Captain James Drew, 
who commanded the vessel, and whose 
body was recovered two days afterwards, 
lies buried in St. Peter’s churchyard, in 
Lewes. Two years after the wreck the 
British Government sent two frigates to 
raise the De Brook, but without success. 
Forty years ago, while McCracken was on 
a cruise, circulars were posted around Sus­ 
sex county, offering the sum of $<50,000 for 
information that would lead to the dis­ 
covery of the sunken vessel. It had been 
supposed up to the present that the hull 
had been swept away by the action of the 
tides. 
The International Company, to 
keep its real object from view, had been 
since September working at another sunken 
vessel, near where the De Brook was sup­ 
posed to have foundered. 
McCracken, 
who is to receive a majority of whatever 
treasure is discovered, in an interview Bays 
that the De Brook lies in fifteen fathoms of 
water. The divers, in going down, found 
a long, irregular ridge, about fifteen feet 
high, eighteen feet wide, and sixty feet 
long. On each side are piles of loose stones, 
supposed to be the ballast thrown from the 
frigates in the effort made to raise the wreck 
in the year 1800. Rough weather interfer­ 
ing with future operations, the company was 
compelled to postpone further investiga­ 
tion, and the divers returned to Philadel­ 
phia. The work, however, will be vigor­ 
ously pushed forward as soon as favorable 
weather sets in.—[Reading (Pa.) Times.

Ex-Congressman Edward Joj Morris died 
at Philadelphia Saturday.

Four hundred and forty thousand immi­ 
grants arrived at New York during 1881, as 
against 327,000 last year. 
The Boston police have arrested L. A. 
Brown, alias Bond, wanted in Nashville for 
forgery and embezzlement in October last. 
A policeman fatally shot a Chinaman at 
Louisville, Ky., Saturday night, while en­ 
deavoring to suppress a row among the Celes­ 
tials. 
A dispatch from Santa Fe, N. M., says: 
The report that small-pox, except in spo­ 
radic cases, exists among the Apaches is re­ 
garded here as fanciful. 
f George S. Reed shot his mother-in-law. 
■hot his daughter and shot himself, at No. 
2049 Mission street, San Francisco, shortly 
after 8 o'clock on Saturday morning. 
The French Commissioners appointed to 
continue negotiations for a commercial treaty 
between Englaad and France include Gam- 
betta and Spuller, Under Foreign Secretary. 
James Gordon Bennett, of the New York 
Herald, has left London for St. Petersburg 
to confer with the Russian Government as to 
the feasibility of starting another Polar expe­ 
dition. 
Joe Smith, alias John Burns, a noted bur­ 
glar aDd desperado, was shot and kilted by 
police officer Lovell in Kansas City on Satnr 
day momiDg, while prowling around some 
residences. 
Judge P. C. Dooley and Hon. Casper Al- 
lenburg, prominent Republican members of 
the Arkansas Legislature, have been arrested 
on a charge of fraudulently collecting and re­ 
taining pensions. 
The vital statistics of New York city for 
the past year show 38,608 deaths, as against 
31,937 in 1880; births, 26,131 this year, and 
26,536 last year ; marriages recorded, 10,076, 
as against 9,002 last year. 
The testimony for the defense in the Vance 
case on Saturday tended to show that the ne­ 
groes supposed it was an armed body of men, 
and not a legal posse, that attacked their 
house. They had no arms to speak of. 
There was one death from small-pox at 
Keokuk, la., Saturday, and three new cases, 
one of which is erupted. The new cases are 
all medical students. The victim who died 
Saturday was Wm. Fox, of Edina, Mo. 
Daniel Cash, a convict, was assassinated in 
the Sing Sing (N. Y ) prison Saturday morn­ 
ing, by Angelo Cordetta, a fellow prisoner. 
There was no quarrel; not a word was spoken 
by either, and the cause of the murder ia un­ 
known. 
The six days’ walking match closed at New 
York Saturday night at 10 o’clock, Fitzgerald 
coming in first, with a record of 582 miles 
and 55 yards, beating the beBt previous record 
(that of Robert Vint, 578 miles, in May, 
1881), by four miles and a few yards. 
The passenger train on the Northern Pa­ 
cific ran through an open switch at Ains­ 
worth, Oregon, on Friday night, completely 
wrecking the engine and smashing the bag­ 
gage car. The engineer was slightly hurt, 
but no others were injured. Damage, -530,000. 
The London New», discussing the Panama 
canal enterprise, hopes that a protectorate in 
which Europe could not acquiesce, will be no 
more heard of. “ Blaiueisin is probably des­ 
tined to become in America like Jingoism 
here and Chauvinism in France—the name of 
a temporary aberration from political rea 
son.” 
The new Chinese Minister was presented to 
the President, by the Secretary of State, at 6 
o’clock Saturday evening. This somewhat 
unusual hour was selected to enable the retir­ 
ing Ministers to present their letter of recall 
before quitting Washington on the train for 
San Francisco. 
The dead body of a young woman, clad 
oily in her night clothes, was discovered at 
Detroit Saturday morning doatiDg in the 
river at Flint, and proved to be Martha 
Heale, daughter of Charles Heale, a resident 
of that city. She was about 25 years old, 
aid much respected. 
The closing exercises of the Cotton Exposi­ 
tion at Atlanta, Ga., Saturday, were of the 
most imposing character, and the programme 
was carried out with the greatest of enthu­ 
siasm. The closing address of Kimball. Di­ 
rector-General, was a very eloquent effort, 
aud received unbounded applause. 
Two sisters named Croughan have been 
shot near Mulligar, County Westmeath 
Ireland, by an unknown assassin, who en­ 
tered their mother’s farm-house early in the 
morning, and after greeting them, drew a 
revolver and fired, killing one sister and 
fatally wounding the other. 
The committee of the Garfield Memorial 
Hospital has received §400 from the Khedive 
of Egypt, through Consul-General Wolf, who 
writes that he expects to supplement this 
with further subscriptions to the amount 
of $1,000. Minister Morton, at Pari3, the 
American Exchange, London, and American 
Consuls at Amsterdam and elsewhere, are also 
receiving subscriptions for this object. 
Accounts from the Presidio Del Norte, 
Mexico, of the capture by the Mexicans of 
forty Apaches on the war-path, make it poei 
tive that the captured Indians were Nana, 
the well-known war chief, and the remnant 
of his followers. The Indians came into a 
village opposite Presidio and attempted to 
make a treaty of peace, when the inhabitants 
took them prisoners, shot NaDa and the other 
chiefs, and sent the remainder south.
